‘POSTAL CLERKS, 


Postmaster Gordon Secures 
Some New Improvements 
for the Chicago 
Service. 


MORE FREE DELIVERY. 


Increased Facilities for Mail- 
ing .Matter in Large 
Quantities to Be 
Added. 


PROMISE OF BETTER PAY. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 14.—[{Special.]— 
Every Superintendent of division and sub- 
station and clerk in the Chicago Postoffice 
to the number of 1,316 will be required to 
wear a uniform, and when Postmaster Gor- 
don returns he will issue the necessary 
orders. 

Every employé of the postoffice under the 
civil service rules will be uniformed except 
Postmaster Gordon, Assistant Postmaster 
Hubbard, and Cashier Hanna. 

Mr. Gordon has had this plan under con- 
sideration for nearly a year, and today he 
submitted it to Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Heath and it was approved by him and 
the Postoffice department officials. The or- 
der will be issued not later than Jan. 1, 
and it will be carried out to the letter by 
July 1. 

“My reasons for uniforming the clerks,”’ 
said Mr. Gordon late tonight, “ are many, 
one of which is that it marks the wearer 
as a government official and enables the 
public to seek information concerning postal 
affairs frgm a reliable source. 


Influence Is Good. 

“It will have a strong influence for good 
upon the conduct of the men, as it makes 
them more or less conspicuous and con- 
sequently averse to drawing upon them- 
selves adverse criticism, thus proving a 
protection to the good name of the entire 
clerical force. : 

“ By an occasional parade in their neat 
uniforms the clerks will be placed in a po- 
sition to enjoy the esteem of the public 
which they have earned and are justly en- 
titled to, but which is now denied them on 
account of their obscurity and lack of op- 
portunity to come in contact with the pub- 
He and the impossibility on the part of th?

The color of the uniforms will be navy 
blue, with brass buttons of the postoffice 
pattern. The superintendents will wear vel- 
*vet collars and proper insignia indicating 
the rank of the wearer, and the various 
divisions of the department will be indicated 
by nunibers. 


Increase of Pay. 

After talking with Chairman Loud, assur- 
ances were given the Chicago Postmaster 
that the $500 grade will in all probability be 
abolished and the salaries of 223 clerks will 
be increased to $600. Mr. Loud has virtually 
promised to insert a clause in the postal 
appropriation bill abolishing this grade in 
every first-class office in the country. 

After July all clerks in the registry divi- 
sion will be required to give bond for the 
performance of their duties, and the mini- 
mum salary in that branch of the service 
will be $700 per annum. 

The free delivery service will be extended 


Forest Hill, the service tg begin about 
April 1. Eight carriers will be allowed for 


one-half square miles uncovered by the free 
delivery service, and even this gap will be 
-closed by July 1. 

Additional space has been granted at the 
Board of Trade Station, located in the Rand- 
McNally Building, three stores being added 
to those now occupied by the Postoffice. In 
the future this station will consist of five 
stores in Quincy street, instead of two, as at 
present.

The South Water 
street merchants protested against this rul- 
ing, claiming that most of their mail was 
ready for the postoffice after the branch of- 
fice in their section was closed, and they

Speaker Reed Is Sarcastic. 
In the House today Mr. Grow [Rep., Pa.} 


made an address upon the origin of the 


Committee of the Whole on the State of the 
Union in which there was no limitation upon 
the latitude of debate. Mr. Grow’s remarks 
caused Mr. Robinson [Dem., Ind.] to re- 
proach the majority because no new code of 
rules had been prepared for this Congress.

thirty days. 

Mr. Henderson indignantly denied the 
charge. 

Mr. De Armond [Dem., Mo.] proceeded to 
contrast the cgndition of affairs in the House 
at present with the days of which Mr. Grow 
had spoken. He declared that the Speaker 
held the balance of power on the Commiitee 
on Rules and it was he who in fact had de- 
termined that it was better that no new code 
of rules should be presented and adopted 
by this Houge. It had become the fashion, 
he said, to bring in repressive rules to cut 
off debate upon every important question, 
and he asserted that the rules under which 
the House was now operating, which could 
not have been adopted permanently, had 
become permanent by the attitude of the 
Speaker. | 

The Speaker, from the chair, replied to his 
critics as follows: 

“The House must not feel itself to have 


been treated to an unusual discourse upon 


the lack of liberty given to the citizen. It so 
happens in this world that there are many 
citigens, It so happens that in the House 
of Representatives there are many members, 
and that while in-theory every man can oc- 
cupy all the time in discourse, in actual 
practice he has to occupy it in subordination 
to the rights of every other member, to the 
rights of the body itself, and to the prosecu- 
tion of public business. In actual practice, 
also, the House may have noticed that how- 
ever much despotism is exercised by the rule 
there is no subject in the heavens above or 
in the earth beneath that has not been dis- 
cussed, even in this present Congress. 

‘*Now, if the gentleman from Missouri 
will turn to the annals of Congress, away 
back in 1816, during the period of liberty 
such as he thinks he desires, he will find that 
John Randolph, who certainly was heard 
enough to become famous for acentury, was 
complaining about the despotism of the rules 
at that period, and was also complaining 
that even the arch inquisitor himself would 
have been satisfied with the wickedness of 
them. So you see that human nature is the 
same in all time.”’

York, Dec. 14.—[Special.]—Antonio 
Terry's death closes another chapter of. 
: the strange story of those who have had to 
do with the Terry millions. The family has 
been as famous in New York as it was in 
Cuba, where was located the sugar planta- 
“tion from which Tomaso Terry, Antonio's 
father, earned a fortune estimated as high 
as $50,000,000. Though probably greatly 
“overestimated, that fortune certainly ran 
to the tens of millions. 
eae Terry had a fine house at Fifth 
avenue and Thirty-ninth street, where he 
lived a part of each year, and his children, 
of whom six survived him, were prominent 
socially. He divided his fortune between 
them. Antonio was given the Cuban plan- 
tation, known as Juragua & la Candad, be- 
sides his share of the residuary estate. Two 
. ehildren besides Antonio have been brought 
to public notice at various times, one being 
‘the Baroness Blanc, wife of the Baron 
Blanc, at one time Italian Minister at Wash- 
ington and a conspicuous figure in his coun- 
try’s politics. The taking of her name by 
another woman who excited public attention 
in ‘this country greatly annoyed the real 
Baroness Blanc. 
e brother of Antonio Terry, whose life 
attracted notice, was Juan Pedro. He met 
at an American bar in Paris a beautiful 
woman named Kate Wells, the barmaid 
there. She had been the wife of Charles 
Bullard, alias Charles H. Wells, a notorious 
bank robber, who operated in several coun- 
tries and finally came to grief in New York. 
Juan. Pedro’s marrying this women was a 
source of deep sorrow tohis relatives. They 
lived much in Paris, although they main- 
tained a handsome home in New York. A 
s0n was born to them. Juan Pedro died in 
Paris, leaving his widow $1,000,000 and his 
son $5,000,000. The widow died in New York 
in 1894, leaving her boy her fortune, and he is 
‘now’ being educated in this country.

Sanderson were roman- 
tic. Mr. Terry was fond of opera and was 
Known throughout Paris asa thorough music 
lover. One night he found himself in a box 
at the début of a new singer—none other than | 
Sibyl Sanderson, the American girl, Mas- 
senet’s pupil. She was singing in an opera 
which she alone could sing. Mr. Terry at 
once became her most de®oted admirer. An 
engagement was soon announced. -.* 

A bitter legal fight then began between 
Mrs. Terry and Antonio. Each sued the 
other for divorce, and the cases were before 
the French courts for years. She finally 
won, getting $1,000 a month alimony and 
the custody of her child. 

Terry and Sibyl Sanderson came to thi 
country in 1895, she to sing in opera here for 
the season. The first Mrs. Terry died in Paris 
in September, 1897. Three months later 
Terry and Sibyl Sanderson were quietly mar-

WARQUISE DE FONFENOY’S LETTER. 


(Copyright, 1898, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. } 
_Count Kuefstein, whose name is mentioned 
in the cable dispatches as destined to become 
the first Ambassador of Austro-Hungary to 
the United States, has come prominently be- 
fore the public of late in connection with 
the death of Empress Elizabeth. 

As Austrian Envoy in Switzerland he had 
charge of everything relating to her autopsy 
and embalmment at Geneva, and accom- 
plished his delicate duties in reference to 
this tragedy with so much tact and feeling 
as to win the special regard of the Emperor. 

Count Kuefstein is an elderly man anda 
If his promotion has been slow 
it is due in a great measure to the circum- 
stances of his, romantic marriage. While 
Secretary of the Embassy at Berlin he be- 
came infatuated by the extraordinary beau- 
ty of a girl of the name of Magda Kruger, 
daughter of a cobbler in the humblest cir- 
cumstances. *, 

In spite of her father’s poverty the girl 
was well brought up, and Count Kyefstein, 
instead of doing what so many men in his 
position would have do namely: to com- 
promise her fair name@nd then desert her, 
behaved like an honorable man and made her 
his wife. | 

It is impossible to describe the sensation 
which this marriage created at the time, 
and it entailed the immediate termination 
of his connection with the Austrian Embassy 
at Paris. 

Ror a time he was left on the retired list, 
lived at Vienna, where society closed its 
doors against his wife; but where Makart 
painted her portrait. 

The picture when placed on exhibition not 
omy extorted universal! admiration but went 
far to excuse the Count in the eyes of his 
chiefs and especially of the Emperor, for 
‘his mesalliance. For shortly afterwards he 
was appointed First Secretary of the Aus- 
trian Embassy at Paris, where the Countess 
achieved great popularity. 

She died about a year ago in @ singularly 
tragical manner,-and the Count is still in 
deep mourning for her. 

British royalty are so much more accessible 
when on the continent of Europe than when 
in England and have always shown sucha 
readiness *to smile in London upon those 
whose acquaintance they had made abroad, 
that I would recommend people who have 
any social aspirations in connection with 
the United Kingdom to take note of the 
fact that the Duke and Duchess of Con- 
naught have arrived at Florence, where they 
propose to remain until Easter. 

The villa which they have taken is known 
as the “‘ Cedri,”’ and is a little way out of the 
city, on the left bank of the Arno. It stands 
in the midst of beautiful gardens, and was 
constructed seyeral centuries ago. Forover 
100 years it was in the possession of the 
Order of the Jesuits, and afterwards be- 
longed to the Grandduchess of Tuscany, who 
died the other day. It is a stately abode, 
and its walls are adorned by magnificent 
frescoes. 

The Duke of Connaught, the third and 
favorite son of Queen Victoria, isso familiar 
a figure Mat it is unnecessary to say much 
of him beyond the fact that he is a soldier 
by profession, the future Commander-in- 
Chief of the British army, and the handsom- 
est man of the British royal family, has an 
excellent figure, fine features, eyes as blue 
as steel, while his baidness seems to add dis- 
tinction to his appearance. Simple and un- 
affected, arid perhaps the least intellectual 
scion of his house, so kindly, so full of the 
enjoyment of life, and so clean morally that 
everybody likes him. 

Much less is known about the Duchess, 
owing to tie fact that she has never gone 
out much in society. In fact as far as the 
latter is concerned she is perhaps the Prin- 
cess of the British reigning house of whom 
the least has been heard. ; 

She is not a beautiful woman, but she isa 
nice looking one, and in her appearance and 
manner alike there is a great charm. She 
has a good figure, holds herself well, hasa 
walk born of knowing herself always ob- 
served—elegant and graceful; and her shoul- 
ders and arms are pretty. She wears her 
hair drawn back, with no fringe, and her 
forehead is broad and low, while her com- 
plexion is so good that it is difficult to believe 
that she spent five years of her life with her 
husband in India.

The only boy, 
Prince Arthur, is a pupil at Eton, the same 
school where William Waldorf Astor’s son 
is being educated, and it isasserted by those 
who know both boys that it is the Prince 
who is the most approachable, and the least 
affected of the two. 

The royal party intendto enjoy themselves 
at Florence during the winter, and to take 
a large part in the gayeties organized by the 
big colony of English and Americans who 
are accustomed to spend every winter there.

PAYS THE PRICE IN DEATH. 


Health Commissioner Reynolds Tells 
Women Commercial Tension in Chi- 
cago Causes Nervous Diseases. 


“The commercial tension in Chicago is 
greater than in any other city, and Chicago 
is paying the price for it in an increase in 
mervous diseases and heart disease,’’ said 
Health Commissioner Arthur R. Reynolds 
yesterday in an address before the united 
study class of the Chicago Woman's club. 

“ Bright’s disease and pneumonia also are 
increasing,’’ said Dr. Reynolds. ‘“‘A chart 
illustrating the course of these diseases in 
Chicago shows great an@ sudden increase in 


mortality at certain periods of the city’s. 


history which are easily explainable. There 
is am increase in heart disease and nervous 
diseases just at the time when Chicago came 
to be known as a city and emigrants were 
crowding into the place from the East. 
There is another increase during the years 
of the civil war and another during the 
panic of '73. Chicago's commercial tension 
today is the greatest of all cities, and we 
must pay the price.”’ 

Dr. Reynolds spoke of the work of the 
Health department in securing control of 
burials where death has resulted from con- 
tagious disease, of the efforts for a better 
milk supply, and of the disposition of sew- 


e. 
 Pheieenin Edwin O. Jordan of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago spoke on “‘ Sewage and Wa- 
ter Supply.”” ‘“‘ The two subjects are un- 
fortunately most directly related to Chica- 
go,”” he said. He discussed the efficiency of 
sand filtration as in operation at Hamburg 
and at Lawrence, Mass., and the operation 
of the sewage farms of Paris and Berlin. 
‘“‘'The value of sewage farms has been over- 
rated,” he said. ‘‘ The farms owe their effi- 
ciency to irrigation as much as to the fer- 
tiiizing.’’ 

Miss Marion Talbot, associate professor of 
sanitary science at the. University of Chi- 
cago, and Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson were 
the other speakers. 

Dr. Reynolds stated that the Chicago Wom- 
an’s club will be asked to appoint a commit- 
tee to codperate with a committee of physi- 
cians im the establishment of a society for 
the prevention of tuberculosis in Chicago. 

The Hull House Woman's club discussed 
school laws and the relation of the child to 
the State inthe afternoon. Miss Maud Sum- 
mers spoke on ‘‘ Some Needed Changes”’ and 
Mrs. A. P. Stevens on ‘The Truant 
School.”’
